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Police chief 
backs new 
REACH plan 

LAW ENFORCEMENT Edmon- 
ton’s top cop says that al¬ 
though there aren’t 
enough police to combat 
all crime on city streets to¬ 
day, a new prevention 
plan is paving the way for 
a crime-free future. 

Police Chief Mike Boyd 
and city council gave 
unanimous and 
“unreserved” support to a 
nine-point plan yesterday, 
aimed to stop crime before 
it starts. 

“The criminal justice 
system was never 
designed to cure all the ills 
of our society and take on 
all the challenges of our 
society,” he said yesterday. 
“But you know something, 
Edmonton gets it.” 

The REACH report is an 
outline for crime preven¬ 
tion designed over the 
past year by consultation 
with ex-cons, citizens and 
community agencies.

Stephen Mandel said yes¬ 
terday the plan is unlike 
any other before it,

Bye-bye to beds 

Province cuts back acute care in wake of $lB deficit

Nearly 300 acute care hos¬ 
pital beds will be 
removed over the next 
three years, the province 
announced yesterday, in 
an effort to save cash and 
reserve space in case of a 
major outbreak of 
influenza A (H1N1), also 
known as swine flu. 

The bed closures will re¬ 
sult in roughly $50 million 
in savings, but Alberta 
Health Services says no lay¬ 
offs are planned as it strug¬ 
gles with a $l-billion budg¬ 
et deficit. 

“We’ve got people on 
waiting list for services and 
patients bunked three to a 


room or out in the hall¬ 
ways — those are the peo¬ 
ple that should be moving 
into those vacant beds. 
They’re saying the beds 
will be held and not staffed 
— that’s a problem,” said 
Alberta Union of Provincial 
Employees (AUPE) presi¬ 
dent Doug Knight. 

As the new community 
living facilities open, elder¬ 
ly patients that ended up in 
acute care beds because of 
space shortages will be 
transferred and the hospi¬ 
tal beds will be moth¬ 
balled. 

The new plan follows an 
announcement earlier this 
summer that 150 beds are 
to be closed at Alberta Hos¬ 
pital Edmonton, the 
province’s largest mental

health facility. 

Kevin Taft, Alberta Liber¬ 
al critic for Health and 
Wellness, says that the cuts 
to acute care beds will have 
an impact equivalent to 
losing a major hospital. 

“This is like closing the 
Misericordia Hospital,” Taft 
says. 

AUPE recently launched 
a campaign to save the 
mental health facility. 
Knight said the group 


feared more beds would be 
closed, and the number has 
nearly doubled. 

“There has to be ade¬ 
quate community facilities 
and adequate staffing,” he 
said, adding he’s heard ru¬ 
mours on putting patients 
outside the 150 in base¬ 
ment suites and group 
homes. 

Alberta Health Services 
has announced a deal with 
a private operator to open 
150 community beds next 
May for some of the most 
serious patients. 

“We already know some 
people aren’t getting the 
treatment they need ... 
Those are the people who 
fall through the cracks,” 
Knight said, with files from

Former Edmonton MP 
Rahim Jaffer, husband of 
federal Toiy cabinet minis¬ 
ter Helena Guergis, was ar¬ 
rested in the wee hours of 
last Friday morning by On¬ 
tario Provincial Police in 
the village of Palgrave, 
north of Toronto. 

A police report indicated 
that the officer who 
stopped a speeding SUV at 
about 12:45 a.m. could 
smell alcohol on the 
breath of the driver. 

Jaffer has been charged 
with driving while over 
the legal blood-alcohol 
limit and with possession 
of cocaine. His licence has 
been suspended. 

Jaffer, 37, was MP for the 
riding of Edmonton- 
Strathcona from 1997 un¬ 
til a surprise defeat in last 
year’s election to the 
NDP’s Linda Duncan. 

Days before the vote, Jaf¬ 
fer’s campaign approved 
radio ads chiding NDP 
Leader Jack Layton for 
comments years earlier 
that Jaffer cast as broad 
support for marijuana use. 

The spots said, in part: 
“Edmontonians 
understand how difficult 
it is to make sure our chil¬ 
dren make the right choic¬ 
es, especially on serious is¬ 
sues like drug use. The 
Conservative party 
supports drug-free schools 
and getting tough with 
drug dealers...”

The proposed collective 
bargaining agreement be¬ 
tween the Health Sciences 
Association of Alberta and 
Dynalife Diagnostic Labo¬ 
ratory Services still must 
be approved by the rank- 
and-file workers, but both 
sides are backing it. 

If approved, the deal 
will prevent a strike or 
lockout that would 
impact medical testing in 
Edmonton and northern 
Alberta. 

The workers were set to 
hit the picket line a 
month ago before the 
province brought in a ne¬ 
gotiator to help the two 
sides find a solution. 

No details of the deal 
have been released, but 
the union has said it was 
looking for a significant 
wage hike and a pension 
plan. 

Dynalife had previously 
said it was offering a wage 
and benefits increase 
amounting to 20 per cent 
in the first two years of a 
contract.

Thimerosal is a preserva¬ 
tive used to prevent 
contamination in multi¬ 
dose vials of vaccine. 
Though it’s an organic 
mercury compound, 
experts believe it is safe.

HEALTH Pregnant women, 
health workers, children, and 
adults with chronic conditions 
should be first to roll up their 
sleeves to get the swine flu 
shot when it's ready.

Astronomers have finally 
found a place outside our 
solar system where 
there’s a firm place to 
stand — if only it weren’t 
so broiling hot. 

As scientists search the 
skies for life elsewhere, 
they have found more than 
300 planets outside our so¬ 
lar system. But they all 
have been gas balls or can’t 
be proven to be solid. Now 
a team of European as¬ 
tronomers has confirmed 
the first rocky extrasolar 
planet. 

Scientists have long fig¬ 
ured that if life begins on a 
planet, it needs a solid sur¬ 
face to rest on, so finding 
one elsewhere is a big deal. 

“We basically live on a 
rock ourselves,” said co-dis- 
coverer Artie Hartzes, di¬ 


rector of the Thuringer ob¬ 
servatory in Germany. 

“It’s as close to some¬ 
thing like the Earth that 
we’ve found so far. It’s just 
a little too close to its sun.” 

So close that its surface 
temperature is more than 
3,600 degrees Fahrenheit, 


too toasty to sustain life. It 
circles its star in just 20 
hours. By comparison, Mer¬ 
cury, the planet nearest 
our sun, completes its solar 
orbit in 88 days. 

The planet is called 
Corot-7b.

u.s. A Virginia judge yester¬ 
day set a Nov. 10 execution 
date for John Allen Muham¬ 
mad, mastermind of the 
2002 sniper attacks in the 
Washington, D.C., area that 
left 10 dead. 

The date, which falls on a 
Tuesday, was picked so 
courts would be open the 
day before in case they 
have to take up last-minute 
appeals, said Jonathan Shel¬ 
don, Muhammad’s attor¬ 
ney. 

Sheldon said Muhammad 
will appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and ask Vir¬ 
ginia Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine for clemency. 

Muhammad was sen¬ 
tenced to death for the slay¬ 
ing of Dean Meyers, one of 
10 people shot to death 
during a 2002 rampage that 


terrorized the District of 
Columbia area. Muham¬ 
mad and teenage accom¬ 
plice Lee Boyd Malvo killed 
six people in Alabama and 
Louisiana before moving on 
to Maiyland, D.C. and Vir¬ 
ginia, where Meyers was 
shot at a Manassas gas sta¬ 
tion. Six others were 
wounded. 

Malvo is serving life in 
prison for the shooting 
spree. the associated press

Helping women hold up half the sky

It’s altematingly a point of 
pride and embarrassment to 
be a Canadian woman. 
We’re an egalitarian country, 
but our annual bilateral aid 
amounts to $1.5 billion, 
compared to the $1 billion 
and climbing we put into the 
conflict in Afghanistan each 
year (and at least $10 billion 
to date). We live in relative 
utopia, but we turn away 


from the world’s women, 
who face oppressive poverty, 
discrimination and violence. 

And what horrors we ig¬ 
nore. In Nicholas Kristof and 
Sheryl WuDunn’s new book, 
Half the Sky, we learn more 
about these oppressed 
women. These stories aren’t 
new, but they still fall on 
deaf ears. I’m guilty of that, 
rarely donating time or mon¬ 
ey. 

The book’s title and the 
Chinese proverb it’s derived 
from — “Women hold up 
half the sky” — cuts to the 
heart of our uncomfortable 
privilege. 

The key is helping women 
elevate themselves through 
education and economic 


emancipation, they argue, so 
hands off: 

• Give freely to grassroots 
charities, which hire savvy 
locals and can reach poor, ru¬ 
ral areas. 

• Fund microloans that 
target women, who are 
more likely to invest in edu¬ 
cation, health and income¬ 
generating businesses. 

• Support education — 
Kristof and WuDunn cite evi¬ 
dence that educated girls 
have lower fertility rates 
(more kids exacerbate pover¬ 
ty), lower childbirth morbid¬ 
ity, are less likely to be 
abused, and have a greater 
chance at financial success. 

These targeted initiatives 
have far-reaching effects, 


changing the way cultures 
see their women — not as 
burdens or inferiors, but as 
individuals that offer social 
purpose, independence and 
knowledge. 

But why should I gush 
about this brilliant book? 
Read for yourself why femi¬ 
nism is still relevant, and 
why we need a new kind of 
foreign aid. I hope it embar¬ 
rasses you enough to do 
something — it did for me. 
Camfed, which provides edu¬ 
cation to African girls, is now 
getting $10 US a month from 
me.

Canada’s first professional 
surfing competition will hit 
the waters off Vancouver Is¬ 
land next month. 

The Cold Water Classic 
Canada, which runs Oct. 
25-31, will bring more than 
100 professional surfers to 
Tofino, as well as spectators 
and about 50 media outlets. 

“It solidifies our tagline 
of being the Surfing Capital

First time homebuyers in 
Edmonton are going to 
the edges of the city to 
look for their housing 
dreams. 

Areas of the city once 
hard to reach have been 
made more accessible by 
the extension of the An¬ 
thony Henday Drive, the 
ring road highway that 
will encircle the city once 
completed. That coupled 
with an improving house 
market has made the area 
an attractive option. 

“First-time homebuyers 
are most active in the new¬ 
er neighbourhoods in the 
outskirts,” said Shami 
Sandhu, broker with RE¬ 
MAX River City. “The mar¬ 
ket is ideal (because) the 
housing pricing has dipped 
eight and nine per cent 
lower ... and interest rates 
are quite low.” 

Sandhu said some of the 
more popular neighbour¬ 
hoods for first time home 
buyers were in the north¬ 
eastern portions of the 
city, and down by Ellerslie 
road on the south side of 
town.

But checking and clean¬ 
ing out eavestroughs isn’t 
usually high on anyone’s 
agenda. Let’s face it, eave¬ 
stroughs are easy to ignore. 

Now there are little trees 
and other plants growing 
up there. And when it rains, 
the eavestroughs don’t 
work as intended. How can 
they? They’re full of crud. 

If you’re like me, you may 
need a little reminder that 
you’re in for trouble if you 
continue to ignore your 
eavestroughs. Water block¬ 


ages in your trough and 
leaking water, if left unat¬ 
tended, can eventually 
cause a world of pain for 
homeowners. Things like a 
damp or flooded basement, 
roof damage, rotted or ru¬ 
ined siding, cracked and 
prematurely peeling paint 
and failed mortar joints 
could result. You’ll be kick¬ 
ing yourself (and you de¬ 
serve to be kicked) if you 
find yourself shelling out 
your hard-earned cash for 
these completely preventa¬ 


ble types of repairs. 

Eavestroughs should be 
cleaned or checked twice a 
year, preferably in the fall 
and in the late spring. 

To clean, drag out the lad¬ 
der, dig out the heavy rub¬ 
ber gloves, a brush and a 
bucket, and scoop out all 
the twigs, old seeds, the odd 
tennis ball and dirt that ac¬ 
cumulates.

Getting started, 
get pre-qualified 

mortgage As the real 
estate market in Alberta 
continues to improve, 
first-time homebuyers are 
hoping to qualify for 
mortgages and get out of 
paying rent. The first step 
in buying a home is 
getting pre-qualified for a 
mortgage so you know ex¬ 
actly how much money 
you can spend, says 
Edmonton real estate 
agent Judy Clare-Packer. 

“The trick is to try not 
to borrow your maximum 
so you leave room for ren¬ 
ovations if need be,” says 
the 20-year real estate vet¬ 
eran. Your bank will 
require your last two years 
of income tax assessments 
showing what your gross 
income is as well as details 
on any outstanding loans 
or credit card balances 
you carry. They will also 
generally ask for a letter 
from your employer indi¬ 
cating you have a long 
term, fiill-time job with 
them. 

“Always talk to more 
than one bank and let 
them know that you’re 
shopping around to get 
the best interest rate,” 
Clare-Packer suggests. 

Mark Mahabir recently 
applied for and received a 


mortgage from 
Scotiabank. Mahabir says 
as a first-time homebuyer, 
the bank wanted him to 
put five per cent of the 
purchase price down as a 
deposit but the chartered 
accountant had planned 
ahead. “You have to put 
down five per cent 
minimum,” Mahabir says. 
“But if you put down more 
than 20 per cent you avoid 
an insurance charge from 
the bank.” 

Once Mahabir and his 
girlfriend were pre¬ 
approved for a mortgage 
they were able to start 
looking around for homes 
with an idea of how much 
they would be able to 
spend. “The market was 
pretty good to buy,” 
Mahabir says. “Interest 
rates are good right now 
and you never know what 
the market’s going to do 
so I thought now was a 
good time to get into the 
market before the prices 
start going up again.”

($6.90) was far too syrupy 
sweet for my taste. 

Steamed rice ($2) an¬ 
chored my curry coconut 
squid ($15.95) on a siz¬ 
zling yellow platter that 
issued a deep, musky aro¬ 
ma. The menu claimed it 
was spicy, which is true. 
It wasn’t hot, but potent. 
It’s bite highlighted both 
chewy tentacles and crisp 
veggies.

6 oz.plcg of Angel hair 
pasta 

3 fresh ears of sweet corn 
1/4 cup of cooking oil 

4 small skinless boneless 
chicken breasts, 

1-1/2 tsp. chili powder 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1/4 tsp. pepper 

2 medium tomatoes, 
sliced 

3 Tbsp. lemon juice 
Snipped fresh parsley if 
desire 

METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta and corn 
ears in salted boiling wa¬ 
ter about 8 minutes or un¬ 
til tender. Drain and rinse 
with cold water. 

2. Mix 1-teaspoon chili 
powder, salt and pepper in 
a bowl and then sprinkle 
the mix over each chicken 
breast.
